In the opening speech of the second act of as you Like It, the Duke

and this our life exempt from public haunt 
Finds tongues in trees, books in running brooks 
Sermons in stones and good in everything. 
This is not a sermon on a stone but a parable of the lead pencil, one 
of the most common articles used by millions of people throughout the world. 


Let us note the five following points about a pencil. 


1. The Color. The color of a pencil may be yellow, brown, black or 
white reminding us of the Asiatic, Indian, Negro and Caucasian races. The 
color is only on the surface; as soon as you scrape it, the wood beneath 
is the same in any pencil. There is an old saying that, “Color is only 
skin deep," and yet color has been a great factor in promoting race preju- 


dice. The color of a pencil has no relation to its usefulness. 


2. The Lead. The color may be very attractive and the wood of the fin- 
est quality but the essential part of the pencil is the lead. The soul is 


the center of man's physical existence. 


3. Before use, the pencil must be sharpened. The wood must be cut away 
sufficiently to expose the lead for writing. Even calamities, bitter disap- 
pointments, “the stings and arrows of outrageous fortune" may be the sharp 
Strokes needed to bring out true character. Dr. Oliver Huchel emphasized this 
point in his address to the medical students of the University of Pennsylvania 


on the subject, "Spiritual Surgery." 


4. A pencil needs a hand to guide it. A pencil may be beautiful in col- 
or with perfect lead and a fine point yet remain useless without a hand to 
guide it. Many men like to boast of being self-made and some of them look 
the part. No man is so perfect that he can spurn the friendly hand of guid- 


5. The Eraser. The fact that most pencils have erasers is an admission 
that in spite of our best intentions we are apt to make mistakes. The eraser 
should be a constant reminder that we are not infallible. 


The next time you use a pencil remind yourself of these five simple 
lessons.
